British Lord High Chancellor Attends 


Dinner of the Am erican Society and 


Comments on His R ecent V isit to 


the United States— R efers to Deep 


Impression 
Made 
Upon 
Him 
by 


Am erica’s Chief Executive. 


London, Nov. 28.— The Thanksgiv­ 
ing dinner of the Am erican society 
here was noteworthy because of the 
pronouncement of the British govern­ 
ment’s endorsement 
of the Monroe 
doctrine 
oy Viscount Haldane, lord 
high chancellor. 
Three hundred and 
fifty Am erican men and women, with 
a large 
number of British 
guests, 
were present and they cheered Lord 
Haldane’s words. 
R obert N. Fairbanks, president of 
the society, proposed "The King,” and 
Lord Haldane proposed "The Presi­ 
dent of the United States.” 
" I recently 
made a visit 
to the 
United States,” Ixird 
Haldane said, 
“ and came back not only with a vivid 
recollection of the cordial welcome I 
received but with a deep sense of the 
high ideals the British and American 
nations 
held 
in 
common—the 
high 
ideals of citizenship of the two coun­ 
tries.” 
R eferring to the president he said: 
“ Before he became president, Wood­ 
row W ilson was a thinking man and a 
moralist. 
In studying his career 1 
cannot fail to be impressed by his de­ 
tached character and find that he has 
not ceased to be a thinker and a 
m oralist because he has become the 
holder of a great office. 
W e see in 
him 
the aspirations and ideals ex­ 
pressed of his nation to the world. 
It 
is not his expressed declaration that 
the policy of the United States is not 
one of conquest or annexation; 
but 
the world looks to the United States, 
with its enormous position and pos­ 
sessions, to carry 
on its traditions 
without adding to Its possessions. 


Gave Cuba Independence. 


"T h a t Is our course, also. 
Nor la 
it the case that when the United 
States intervenes in any m atter it is 
done for its own advantage. 
It was 
not the case with Cuba, to which the 
United States restored independence. 
England Itself has done 
the 
same 
thing In South Africa, where we gave 
back liberty to those with whom we 
fought.” 
Speaking of the Monroe doctrine he 
said that the United States consider­ 
ed herself responsible for the liber­ 
ties of the small nations 
on 
that 
hemisphere. 
He interpreted President W ilson’s 
policy 
to 
mean 
that 
the 
United 
States was ready to accept the 
re­ 
sponsibility of insuring good terms 
for herself in those countries and to 
those who went there, and that the 
United States should set 
up 
high 
Ideals of policy, of justice 
and 
of 
righteousness. 
" I am not sure that any one should 
speculate upon the Interpretation of 
that possibility," continued the high 
chancellor, “ but I have thought my­ 
self at liberty to say what I have. 
It 
Is true, indeed, that a high spirit and 
a high aim have been brought into 
the policy of the United States in Its 
dealings with adjacent countries and 
it is because the president has tak­ 
en the attitude he has— that I propose 
good health to Mr. Woodrow Wilson, 
the president, and Mr. Woodrow W il­ 
son, the man."
